DRAGONS ARE A VIBRANT testament to the power of the 
human imagination. Swooping and soaring out of ancient 
folklore, these magical creatures have blazed their way into 
contemporary fantasy novels, board games, movies, and tele- 
vision shows. The dragons we know and love possess all kinds 
of personalities, from the wild and ferocious to the winsome 
and endearing. They also come in all manner of shapes, col- 
ors, and sizes, but we easily recognize them by their scaly 
bodies, sharp claws, and spiky tails. 

People from many cultures have dreamed of dragons. In 
China, dragons have been considered good luck for millennia, 
and they number among the 12 animals of the lunar calendar. 


VISIONS of DRAGON 


European cultures are rich with time-honored tales of 
knights battling the fire-breathing beasts. Among the 
Maya and the Aztecs, the dragon-esque Quetzalcoatl was 
worshipped as a deity, and even the Bible contains references 
to the Leviathan, a colossal sea monster that resembles a 
dragon. 

With these and other traditions in mind, stamp art direc- 
tor Greg Breeding and artist Don Clark of Invisible Creature 
studio set out to create the 2018 Dragons Forever® stamps. 

The dragon concept was introduced during the annual 
ideas submission via the Citizens’ Stamp Advisory Com- 
mittee. Thousands of suggestions are submitted each year. 
“There is a particular love and enjoyment of dragons in 
American culture,” Breeding says. “That’s why the subject 
was chosen.” 

Given the plethora of dragons in both mythology and pop- 
ular media, Breeding says that he and Clark wanted to “use 
their imaginations” and not mimic any specific existing drag- 
ons; instead, they wanted the stamps to “feel like something 
you've seen before — but you haven't.” 

For this reason, they homed in on four categories that rep- 
resent dragons broadly. Each of these is portrayed on a differ- 
ent stamp: a green-skinned, medieval dragon that breathes a 
burst of fire into the sky above a dark fortress; an Asian drag- 
on that winds its orange, wingless body around a pagoda; a 
sea dragon that flaunts its black coat and green wings as it 
glides past an ocean vessel; and a purple and orange fairy-tale 
dragon that snakes around a white castle. 

Before he began his sketches, Clark wanted to absorb 
as much dragon-related literature and media as possible. 
He purchased books on dragon history and mythology, and 
spent hours watching films that featured the magical beasts. 
“There are so many different kinds of dragons,” Clark says. 


“So it came down to the overarching theme and location 
of each one.” 

The size and dimension of the stamp canvas also dic- 
tated each dragon’s design. Breeding pushed Clark to use 
the entire stamp. “I wanted to see the dragons curling 
around and having some level of intricacy to make them 
texturally interesting,” Breeding says. 

Clark rose to the challenge. He placed the medieval 
dragon’s head in the upper left corner of of the stamp, 
with its tail curving down against the lower right edge. By 
contrast, he drew the fairy-tale dragon’s head at the bot- 
tom of the stamp, with its wings rising up. “My favorite 
part of this project was using the constraints to construct 
the composition,” Clark says. “With dragons, that’s not a 
super-easy thing, because there’s a lot going on. The chal- 
lenge was a lot of fun.” 

Given the complexity of each design, Clark and Breed- 
ing worked to minimize the number of colors they used. 
”We wanted to reduce the variables, so there aren’t but 
three or four colors going on in each stamp, which was in- 
tentional to bring some sort of simplicity,” Breeding says. 
He adds that they didn’t want the stamps to appear omi- 
nous or scary, but instead to be perceived as interesting, 
bright, and playful. 

Collectors and enthusiasts can also purchase a special 
pop-up book inspired by the stamps. The book invites 
you to create your own story as you follow the journey of 
a little girl and her colorful dragon friends. 

“This was a bucket list assignment,” Clark says of the 
dragon stamps, a sentiment echoed by Breeding. With 
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‘Throughout history and across the globe — from Europe to the Middle East 
‘to Asia to the Americas — people have dreamed of dragons. The US. Postal 
Service" celebrates these high-flying, fire-breathing creatures with four playful 
stamps that collectively represent the rich and varied nature of dragon lore.

THE ARTOF MAGIC 


HOW DID THEY DO THAT? Magic amazes, baffles, and delights us. We 
know we're being fooled, that what we see is illusion. Yet when we watch 
a magician perform, we still gasp and laugh in astonishment. Magic al- 
lows us to experience the impossible. 

BJ Bueno knows a little bit about this. A member of the Citizens’ 
Stamp Advisory Committee, he’s an expert in brand development who 
has an interesting sideline — magic. Although he describes that sideline 
as ahobby, Bueno has some impressive credentials. He’s developed acts 
and shows for some of the biggest names in the business, and he’s the 
creator of a complicated trick card shuffle known as the “Muy Bueno.” 
So it’s no surprise that art director Greg Breeding turned to Bueno for 
inspiration and insight as he developed The Art of Magic stamps. 

Breeding also needed some design wizardry to execute his vision — 
stamps that evoked the history of magic in America while remaining 
completely modern. He notes that the trick to stamp design is finding 
the right artist, and in this case that artist was Jay 
Fletcher, a designer whose minimalist and strongly 
conceptual approach could convey the complexity of 
magic on a tiny scale. 

Magicians amaze audiences in countless ways, 
from card tricks performed at small gatherings to 
grand illusions in huge venues, so the first task was 
to narrow the subject. In consultation with Bueno 
and the Postal Service™ team, Breeding and Fletcher 
identified nine categories of magic tricks and then be- 
gan the daunting task of defining the visual language 
they might use to express them. Poring over resource 
material, the pair gravitated toward magic posters 
from the early part of the 20th century — particular- 
ly the 1920s — an era when posters were a dominant 
form of entertainment advertising. 

As the artwork developed, the proposed subjects were winnowed to 
five: production, prediction, levitation, vanishing, and transformation. 

To illustrate production, the trick of making an object appear out 
of thin air, Fletcher chose a symbol synonymous with magic itself — a 
rabbit popping out of a hat. Prediction takes the form of a mysterious 
conjuror hovering over a crystal ball. For levitation, Fletcher’s 
masterfully simple illustration gives us all the clues we need to feel 
the effect — the woman’s draping skirt and hair, as well as the shadow, 
tell us that she is suspended, and the hoop verifies there is no cable 
holding her up. But perhaps the biggest challenge was expressing the 
“before” and “after” aspects of vanishing and transformation as single, 
static images. Small diamond shapes spiraling upwards from an empty 
cage convey that a bird is disappearing. And as the petals of a white 
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rose shift into the body of a fluttering dove, we see 
the illusion of transformation. 

Simplified forms, bold colors, dramatic 
lighting, and the turbaned fortune-teller suggest 
vintage magic posters. Simultaneously, the 
restrained palette, elegant precision of shapes, 
and clean symmetry give the stamps a thoroughly 
modern feel. 

And in one final act of conjuring, the U.S. Postal 
Service® brings a classic illusion to life on the 
three-stamp The Art of Magic souvenir sheet. 


Featuring the rabbit and hat artwork, each of the 
three identical stamps is printed using lenticular 
technology to add depth and movement. As the 
sheet is rotated from side to side, white rabbits 
appear to pop from the black hats. 

It might seem impossible to express the thrill of 
magic in five small frames, yet we experience it in 
these stunning stamps. “The stamps look like the 
effects: The lady is floating, the bird is appearing,” 
Bueno says. “They capture somehow — which I 
think is incredible — the effect of magic.”

The Turning Point 


Commemorating 
America's 
indispensable role 
in World War | 


KNOWN AT THE TIME as simply the Great War, World War I raged from 1914 
to 1918. The four-year conflict destabilized colonial empires, reshaped the map 
of Europe, and set in motion forces that would spur the onset of World War II. 
Although the United States initially remained neutral in the conflict, in 1917 
the country declared war on Germany and entered on the side of the Allies — 
Britain, France, and Russia. 

Entering the war both enhanced the U.S.’s global standing and gave rise to 
significant changes in American society. The American Expeditionary Force 
(AEF), which ultimately grew to nearly five million troops, drew from all sec- 
tors of the country’s population; nearly 370,000 African Americans served, and 
for the first time, women were officially permitted to join the armed forces. On 
the homefront, the shortage of civilian labor led about a million women to join 
the workforce, and it also spawned one of the major social movements of the 
twentieth century — the Great Migration of African Americans from the rural 
South to industrial cities in the North and Midwest. 

The AEF came into its own during two massive 
a battles in September 1918. More than half a million 
A R | American soldiers, supported by the French, dislodged 

German troops from a fortified area they had occupied 
at St. Mihiel since 1914. This victory was followed by the 
largest military campaign in US. history up to that time. 
More than a million Americans, along with British, 
Belgian, and French troops, fought the Germans along a 
front from the Argonne Forest to the Meuse River. The 
campaign lasted from September 26 until November 11, 


2018 


when Germany surrendered and signed the Armistice. 

The United States played an indispensable role in 
these battles, helping to turn the tide of the war in fa- 
vor of the Allies. This 2018 stamp honors the millions 
of Americans, at home and abroad, civilian and military, 
who participated in World War I.

Astronaut, Physicist, Champion 
of STEM Education 


Celebrating the far-reaching legacy of America’s 
first woman in space 


CAPTURING A PERSON’S ESSENCE on a post- 
age stamp is no easy task. To render an authentic 
portrait of space pioneer Dr. Sally Ride, artist Paul 
Salmon and the Postal Service™ team worked with 
Tam O’Shaughnessy, the astronaut’s partner of 
27 years, to get the image right. “At last I thought, 
‘There we go! That’s Sally!” O’Shaughnessy says. “It 
really looked like her; she was smiling, but it was a 
determined smile.” 

When Ride became the first American woman 
to soar into space in 1983, she captured the nation’s 
imagination as a symbol of women’s ability to break 
barriers. Since then, O’Shaughnessy says, Ride has been celebrat- 
ed as both a role model for adventurous young girls and a heroine 
for the LGBTQ community. But what many people may not know 
is that Ride’s flight was just one side of a multifaceted life; she was 
also a physicist, a writer, and a passionate advocate for science 
education. 

Ride understood that young people need a range of adults to 
look up to, particularly in science, technology, engineering, and 
math. “Sally and I saw that children were losing interest in math 
and science, girls in much larger numbers than boys,” O’Shaugh- 
nessy says. “We realized there was an issue with how our society 
presents scientists; they’re always white men with crazy hair, and 
they don’t get along with anybody. So we decided to do something 
about it.” 

Together with three friends, the couple created Sally Ride 
Science, an enterprise founded on what O’Shaughnessy calls 
“the simple idea that we need diverse role models in STEM 
fields.” The company-turned-nonprofit has reached more than 
8 million children through educational book publications, and 
it’s prepared some 30,000 teachers to inspire students with what 
O’Shaughnessy describes as “stories of real live men and women 
in science.” 

Sally Ride Science has received many grateful letters from for- 
mer students who have been affected by the organization. It’s this 
part of her legacy of which O’Shaughnessy believes Ride would 
have been particularly proud. “Young people need to hear about 
the importance of following your heart and your interests. Sally 
lived that,” she says. Of the portrait of Ride on the stamp, she adds, 
“Tt captures the joy that emanated from her. The source of that joy 
was a happy life, a life where she did things she loved and was her 
true self.”

A Different Frame of Mind 


Stamp storytelling 
with A-frames 


STAMP ENTHUSIASTS DISPLAY their collections at stamp shows for many different 
reasons. Some want to connect with dealers, others to vie for the most prestigious awards. 
But for collector Ken Martin, who serves as the chief operating officer for the American 
Philatelic Society and whose collection features blood-themed stamps, it’s about more than 
just the competition. “My secondary goal is to educate the public about blood donations and 
transfusions,” he says. “Hopefully I don’t have anything so gory that it turns people off!” 

Like many stamp show exhibitors, Martin showcases his collection in a series of A-frames. 
If you’ve ever attended a stamp show yourself, you'll be familiar with the imposing aluminum 
structures, which consist of three-by-four-foot frames sealed with panes of plastic glass that 
are often propped up on tripods and locked together in long, shining rows. But the A-frames of 
today differ greatly from those used in the past, Martin explains. Before the unveiling of anew, 
standardized version at the Ameripex International Stamp Show in 1986, A-frames could be 
crafted from a range of different materials, including wood and regular glass. “The new design 
made them much easier to transport and to set up,” Martin says. “They became much lighter, 
more durable.” 

Today’s A-frames can also be linked together for greater stability. This feature enhances the 
collector’s ability to show off his or her exhibit as a cohesive whole. “At stamp shows, one of the 
most important judging criteria is the scarcity of the material, but you can’t just throw together 
10 million-dollar stamps and expect to win a grand award,” says Martin. “Your exhibit should 
tell a story.” In Martin’s case, that story is the history of blood, “from the discovery of circula- 
tion to the understanding of different blood types,” he says. 

While most collectors continue to display their stamps in space-saving albums, for those 
who feel an irresistible urge to share their passion for philately with a wider audience, A-frames 
can offer a bold and tasteful way to showcase their collections. Martin is no exception. “My 
intent is to show people something they don’t see every day,” he says.
